Reporting on the Nanaimo Indian Day School 
Inspector Barry writes in part as follows: 


"Miss Creighton wishes to arrange for the 
girls to learn to knit "Cowichan Sweaters" with native 
wool, which would be carded and spun in the school. 
It would be necessary to have a local Indian woman 
good in this sort of work cive instruction for a few 
months possibly a year. One afternoon a week would 
be sufficient, and this should not cost more than 
31.00 a week. The wool costs a considerable sum now. 
Articles made in school should be sold after exhibition 
and at least half the proceeds kept back by the teacher 
to purchase more wool. Miss Creighton has learned 
something of the work when this plan was put into 
operation at her last school, Koksiieh, in this Agency. 
She considers that in a year she would be able to 
instruct without the aid of a local Indian. 


"A Singer sewing machine is badly needed by the 
girls to enable them to learn to make their own clothes. 
Such machines are used in the Indian homes, and the older 
girls need this training. I would recommend that such 
a sewing machine as is used in the Residential ichools be 
supplied to this Day School. 


"I wish to strongly recommend the granting of 
the sum of $100.00 to the school for the purpose of 
starting the above mentioned native wool work. This would 
cover cost of material and salary of Indian woman for the

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coming school year. After this the school might be 
able to carry on the work on the money tained from 
the sale of articles. 


", fairly large number of tools are urgently 
needed if any worth while Manual Training is to be 
carried on here. It must be possible to lock the ianual 
Training Shop door, and there should be a locked 
cupboard for the new tools and the few now in the room. 
The list of what is required will be prepared by the 
present teacher of this subject and sent to the Acting 
Indian Agent at Duncan. 


"T would recommend that the Manual Training 
Shop be put into good repair, a heater supplied as 
mentioned above, the necessary new tools purchased, and 
the experiment continued for the school year 1938-39. 
Edison Whyte in my opinion might well be informed that 
he has to show during the next School Year that the 
expenditure of the Department's funds on his salary and 
the Manual Training Shop in general is worth while. 
The Indians are at present trying to get as much for 
themselves out of the Department as possible and it is 
obvious that those boys not attending the Day School 
should be excluded. 


"I believe that it would be well to retain the 
services of this young Indian as instructor for another 
year but that he be informed that his salary will only 
be paid monthly and that if considered necessary the 
i i ot pl may be terminated at any time with a month's 
notice."

I beg to acknowledge receipt of yours of above file 
and date with reference to achool at the -.ead of Okanagan 
ake for the Indians of the Okanagan Band. 

In reference thereto I may say that this matter 
has come up at various times during the past year when it 
was discussed witn the Indians and on two aifferent 
occasions a vote was taken, but an adverse decision was 
given on both of them. 

Nevertheless there is a growing sentiment for a 
school among those who have children to attend and there 
ig no doubt that the number of children of school age 
living within reach of the village is over twenty, for 
could easily ride hi rseback tO Bschool for a distance of 
five or six miles and that would take in biacktown. It 


appears that there were more than half the Indians at the 
last meeting in favour of the school, 

refrained from voting when the vote 

Indians were the moat opposed and the freest in expressing 


their opposition, and the younger men who favour the school 
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have not the courage to oppose old reactionaries like 
Komasket. Another thing that affected the vote on the 

last occasion was the proximity of the time for re-election 
of the Chief. Pierre Michel is really in favour of the 
school, but he is afraid of the opposition and refrained 
from voting on that account. Had there been no election 

in sight he would doubtless have voted in favour of the 
school, and others who helu back as well, would have been 
sure to follow his example. 

I think it would have been better if the last vote 
had been deferred. The prospects for the return of Bierre 
Michel as Chief do not appear to be very bright, but it is 
possible that Pierre may decide to drop out of the running 
and throw his weight in with Jimmy Joseph who was his best 
Conoiiman, and there ie a possibility that Jimmy Joseph 
might carry it. He appeurs to be the best man in Bight, 
and if he should be successful it would be an opportune 
time to revive the school propoganda.

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 

37th ultimo in regard to schools in Okanagan Agency, 

In reply I beg to say that the situation in this Agency 
with regard to Indian education nas always been deplorable, 
Tne only Indian school in tne igency 1s 11 Osoyoos band at 
Inkameep village, and the building in which it 1s being con- 
ducted is the merest excuse in the way of accommodation, while 
the teacher is living in a tent on the bank of Inkameep Creex, 
summer and winter, 

Attempt has been made at various times to induce the 
Indians of Spallumcheen, Okanagan and Penticton bands to estab- 
lish schools at suitable points on their reserves, and votes 
to that end were taken by the former Indian Agent, J. R. Brown, 
put in every case the Indians voted it down. At one time 
previous to my connection with the Department the Spallumcheen 
Indians did think of having a day school opened on Spallumcheen 
reserve No. 2 at Enderby and school furniture was procuted, 
but for some reason the school was never opened and the furnt- 
ture was shipped to Penticton for the Osoyoos school and hauled 
by Osoyoos Indians to Inkameep, Nothing was ever done about 
a building for the school at Enderby, and it is perhaps forte 
unate, in a measure, that no special building was erected for 
the purpose, in view of the possibility that Spallumcheen 


reserve No, 2 may be given up for a soldiers’ settlement and the 
Indians 
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Indians moved over to reserve No. 1 on Salmon River, in that 
event the new church at Enderby would be moved over to Salmon 
gax River and the new church at Salmon River would serve admirabl 
as a school building. 
In regard to the Okanagan band an enumeration has shown 
$hat there are over 50 Indian children of school age oh the 
Head of the Lake reserve, put unfortunately from the configuration 
of the reserve it would be impossible for one egchool to accom- 
odate them, as they are scattered along a shore line of about 
22 miles at the Head of the lake and down the east and west sides. 
To accommodate all these there teexe should be a school at eitner 
giwash Creek or Six Mile creek, which could serve for whiteman's 
Creek, Siwash Creek, Six Mile Creek and Blacktown, Then there 
should be a school for those at the Head of the. which children 
from the east side could attend, altnough some of them would have 
to go 5 or 6 miles, The Council House at the Head of the Lake 
might be used for a school, but a building would have to be pro- 
vided at Siwash Creek at a cost of about $500.00 or thereabout. 
At Penticton an Indian school could easily be main- 
tained and no building would have to be provided, for the Council 
house could be used, The older Indians are opposed to a school 
and most of the younger men and women are indifferent, Unfor- 
tunately, too, most of the clergy of the Roman Catholic Church 
which 18 the only church concerned in Indian mission work in 
this Agency, are opposed to Indian day schools. With one excep~ 
tion, Father John, who was in charge at Penticton in 12917, none 
of them have given encouragement to the establishment of a day 
school on the Penticton reserve; and had he remained there a 
year longer, I believe we could have had one started, There 
may be something in their contention that Indian children re~- 
quire the discipline that is more easily attainable in the in- 


dustrial school or boarding school, but where institutions of 
that 
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that kind are not always available where there are Indian 
children to educate, it seems unreasonable to maintain this 
opposition to the day school which in so many cases is the on ly 
means within reach, and Indian parents want their chidren at 
home with them while they are being educated in day schools, 
as well as white parents. 

A difficulty offen connected witn the day school 
is to find living accommodations for the teacher véere the 
services of white teachers will have to be depended upon, 
and there will be some difficulty of that kind in a school 
at Siwash Creek where there is no white habitation near 
enough in which a white teacher could board; but no aifficulty 
of that kind would be experienced either for the Spallumcheen 
Indians at Enderby or for the reserve at Penticton. In this 
connection also it is desirable where possible, but not essei- 
tial, that the teacher should have knowledge of the Indian 
language, and it is singular that the boarding schools for 
Indian girls in some of the other Agencies do not seem to turn 
Out Indian girl teachers. 

afer all the main thing requisite in all these 
Indian communities where reactionary tendencies on the part of 
the older memebers of the band, sets them against schoolé of 
any kind, is a firm ham for compulsory education, It is a 
mistake to allow a group of reactionary Indians in any band to 
dominate the situation and deprive Indian children of the edu~ 
cation they should have. Also,if the church is to be entrusted 
with Indian education, it is desirable that its educational 
Policy be sufficiently elastic to embrace day schools where 
industrial or boarding schools are clearly unattainable. There 
are instances where Indian day schools are doing excellent 


work in Agencies where there are industrial schools as well. 
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The Indian day school at Boothroyd in the Lytton Agency is a 
notable example, and the interest taken by Indian parents in 
the education of their children in that case, is most marked. 
Compulsory education was necessary at one time among the 
whites and is still provided for by statute, although it is 
now rarely necessary to employ it. From the attitude main- 
tained by these bands in the Okanagan Agency towards education 
of their children, there should be no hesitation about mtting 
in force compulsory education in Indian communities like 
Enderby, Head of the Lake and Penticton, where there appears 


to be no other way of Obtaining education for these children.

I beg to enclose herewith four day school 
reports irom this Agency; one of them, the Weetbank 
School, being for four Indians attending at Westbank 
Ferry Public School. — 


These reports show fifty children now 
receiving an education and there are twenty-two others 
scattered around the various public and residential 
gchoole who do not ahow on any of these reports. I 
hope it will be possible in the near future to have 
schoole available for all the Indian children in this 
Agency. Those who are attending show a remarkable 
keenness and one of the teachers informs me tnat the 
children arrive as 6 the morning and, 
if allowed, are some room after 
nine at night, and ma they do not 
close the school for Easter holidays. The teachere 
aleo report that they are having no troubie with 
discipiine, the elder children keeping the younger ones 
in order voluntarily. Some of the work done in the 
short time two of the aschoole have been open is 
remarkably good. 


There is opposition to the schools on the 
Reserves among the older Indians, but this seems to be 
lessening weekly. On the other hand many of tne parents 
have come to the office specially to express their 
gratification to the Department for starting the schools. 


At Penticton, I hope the new school will be 
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commenced shortly as it is over-crowded. 


I am enclosing a few specimens of hand-writing 
of children who eix months ago knew absolutely nothing.

The Department considers this activity worth 
while, as long as the average attendance of those pupils 
who are being transported continues high. You should 
4nform the parents that the Department expects an average 
of at least ten per day, and, in the event that this 
mark is not reached regularly, if there is no illness or 
other sufficient reason, that you will be forced to 
recommend to the Department that the car be taken off 
the route. when I write an average of ten, I mean 
4ndependent of those that are already in attendance at 
this school. You should keep the Department advised 
as to the success of the schene, and, once every school 
month, you may forward a properly certified voucher in 
favour of the person who takes the contract.

I am in receipt of another of your uncalled for and eatraordinary 
letters ‘ated the i4the, 


I suppose if gives you some sort of satisfaction t> have *hese 
defamatory epistles:- questioning my avility of running the school- on 
file. Had you taken your om advice, "talebearing be not accepted as 
proof of guilt"- ¢o-wit-and had you had the Gourtesy to come tu the school 
and invostigate for yourself, before giving expression +o the statenents 
your letter contains, you would have found:- 


First -« There had been no chi.4 dismissed from the schoole 

Second No one has been unjustly accused, 

Third « No one is punished tirough talebearing, nor is te lebsaring 
tolerated. 

Fourth « This boy, Ned Louis, whom you state is not fifteen years of 
age, wae entered in the school register on February ist. 4923 
as eleven years of age - said age being suprited *o me by 
his own parent when he was brought tu schoo’ on that tete 
Ned Louis ts now over sixteen years of age. 


Ned Loule was never ¢1amiscsed from this school, but when in 
class he was insolent and insubor‘inate, I warned him, that he would have 
to leave the school if he did not behave himself better, as he was suv 
over ages He thereupon walked ont of tne school 'n the middle of the clase, 
feeling quite sure of the support of his parente for his action. However 
he retuned the next day, and I punished him by keeping him in the schol 
room during recess, to write an imposition. Since when, the mother has 
kept both her boys away from the achool. 


re The acousations:- None have been wate, but owing to New Louis’ immoral 
conduet im front of the school windows,:. se wublie- no investigation was 
at oil necessary, I, as teneper, with the welfare of the sehool children 
at heart, presume i have the right to keep wash a boy off the playgrowm d 
without being subject to any officious interference. 


I may say on our retum from our leave of absence, we have had 
some anxious weeks with the children, as their conduet had become se loose 
Im thie connection, two mothers visited us, immediately on our return, 
saying they were going to take their girls away from the sehool, had we 
not returned when we did. 


the parents of Ned Louis aleo called and complained to us, that 
owactically all the parents of the children at the school, had visited 
their house, complaining of the conduct of their boy, Ned Louis, towards 
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er children. COPY. 


Hed you been ae aolicitous about tne attendance of Mre Pierre Loufs 
children at the school, as you would wish your letter to infer,- why did you 
not ask aax the said Mre Louis for her reasons for keeping her two boys fran 
schoole Ne4 Louis 63 days, Walter Louis 78 days during the 
six months prior to our return. You have the figures in your office. 


knowing as you do, the antagonism of Ned Louis' mother and several 
others, towards schoo. 8, and the mischief they are capable of making, it 
would certainly assist matters, if you couid bring yourse|f to show & little 
loyalty towar's *19 teacher, when they come t you with their mischievous 
tale-bearing, instead of taking the ground from under his feet and encourecing 
insubordination among *he children, and ugliness in tne parents, by listening 
to thetr imaginary erievences, thereby taking all authority over tue ehiidren 
out of the teacher's hanis, as you have dons on previous 2ecasionse

Tf have now euthority to start bg this schuvl-cus 
and am arranging with the Indians at at today 6 meetings 


I have also received @ complaint that Ned Louis has been refused 
admittance to attend schoolon account of misbehaviour, which he absolutly 
denies. As this boy is not yet 45 yoars of age, he should be eneoureged 
t@ attend school rather than refused admittance when there is so much 
onvosition to the schoole 


I sincerely hope that every effor* will be made to increase the 
attendance at thie sehool and that tale-bearing “mong the children is not 
accepted as proof of guilt without @ fuil inquiry. No pupil ean pe refused 
admittance unless @ full report of the cause of of such refusel is made 
through this office to Ottawte 


You will realise that the morals of the Okanagan Indians is te 
reflected in the children and no sudden chanzes either for better or worse

1 
visited the school yesterday and found it still closed and 
from an examination of the living quarters have come to the 
conclusion that although Mr. Quigley applied for three days 
leave and later wrote from Vancouver asking for three days 
extra, he had no intention of returning. The quarters were 
dirty and the furniture had been carelessly handled and the 
place looked quite dilapidated. 


In_ case Mr.Quigley ever applies for another position 
it may be well to report that I have had trouble with him almost 
from the day of his appointment. He tried to undermine the 

Tiest who attende the Reserve, the Agent and everybody who 

ad any dealings with him. I had numerous inquiries about 

him from all sorts of people, a warrant for him was sent to 
the local provincial police in connection with non-maintenance 
of his family, and recently there was an advertisement in the 
Vancouver papers asking for information as to his whereabouts. 
He was also in trouble with his nearest white neighbour on the 
Reserve on a timber deal and he was undoubtedly encouraging 
the Indians to cut timber from their allotments for sale 
through him, although his name did not appear. However, I 
checked this as soon as it came to my notice. 


I did not wish to trouble the Department with his 
many activities, which have caused me considerable unpleasant- 
ness, but I was seriously considering placing the facts before 
you at the end of this term. He has been on the quota for 
entry into the United States and apparently his turn has now 
come and personally I consider we are well rid of him. Your 
instructions as to a successor are being followed and I hope 
to send an application for your approval in the near future.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 
14th instant with reference to the appointment of Miss Catherine 
McDonald to Okanagan Indian Day School and my comments in my 
monthly report for August in reference to the appointment of a 
woman J eacher to this school, 


As I had not met Miss McDonald at the time of writing 
the report the statements therein did not in any way refer to 
Miss McDonald personally but entirely to the type of teacher 
I considered desirable for this particular school. I fully 
appreciated the circumstances in regard to her appointment 
and on her arrival immediately endeavoured to assist her in 
every way possible, As it was appa ent that she was unfamiliar 
with handling Indian children and&general educational procedure, 
I had Mr.F.G.M.Grist, recently of Seabird Island School and 
now in Vernon, endeavour to assist and advise her in detail, 
this man having been eminently successful when teaching in 
this Agency and having taught at this particular school at 
one time, with success, There was no expense to the Department 
in this connection. As it was evident that Miss McDonald was 
still somewhat off the line T deemed it advisable to bring 
Miss M.E.Weydert up from the Penticton Day School to give 
her a day, Miss Weydert being the most competent and successful 
teacher we have ever had in our work and being a woman I 
thought possibly she might make a more effective contact with 
her in some ways than Mr Grist. I think between the two 
of them and myself we have possibly acquainted Miss McDonald 
with our requirements and methods, 


So far as I can see Miss McDonald 1s a very fine 
type of woman typical of the teacher of a small Ontario 
school of twenty-five years ago and the whole problem is 
that of adapting her to the type o* education now in vogue 
and many of the young teachers are findin aifficulty in 
meeting the recent changes in curriculum fn British Columbia, 
If this can be done I have no doubt but that she will do 
excellent work for this Department and you can rest assured 
that she will be given the fullest and most sympathetic 
co-operation from myself and my staff in every way possible, 
This school would be a problem even for an ex erienced 
Indian teacher as I consider it is in a somewhat run-down 
condition and the children have lost interest in the work, 
consequently it would not be fair to pass an opinion on 
Miss McDonald's work until she has been with the children for 
some months, 


I am not entirely satisfied with our educational 
set-up as regards its value in training our Indian children 
for the work they will undertake on their maturity, both 
for boys and girls, and feel that we are merely tending to 
make them dissatisfied with their future prospects, which 
in this Agency hold out a great deal more promise for them than

With ref: rence to the vacancy for a teacher 
at the Okanasan Indian Day School, I enclose herewith 
nomination by His Grace k.Q. Jennings, Auxiliary Bishop 
of Vancouver, of Gregory Schiller who, it will be noted,has 
no pr fessional qualifications but is well recommended by 
the Bishop. It will also be noted that this applicant has 
been exempted from Military service apparently on medical 
greunds. 


It has been found quite difficult to secure 
teachers for these positions, and, while I am not favourable 
to the appointment of unqualified persons, in view of the 
Bishop's recommendation 1 would approve of Mr. Schiller 
being engaged on a purely temporary basis until such time as 
a qualified teacher can be secured. 


This school has been conducted on the basis of 
a term of 9 months at a salary of $100 a month, and reference 
to your files will show that the #100 a month rate was paid 
to ur, Curtis in consideration of his wife, who was formerly 
teacher ut une Penticton Indian Day School, devoting 4 part 
of her time to teaching the children domestic science, etc. 
In view of the fact thst Mr. Schiller is not qualified 
professionally and there are excellent furnished quarters 
puilt on to the school, I would recommend that he be paid a 
salary of $90 per month for the school term ending June 30th 
unless a qualified teacher could be secured before that date.

Following receipt of Mr. Neary's letter of November 
5th in connection with the teaching vacancy at the Okanagan 
Indian Day School and following considerable correspondence 
with Bishop Jennings who was unable to nominate a teacher 
for the school, the attached application was received from 
ir. John Pitman, a resident of Vernon, who although not a 
Roman Catholic, has the necessary academic qualifications, 
and in view of the inability of Bishop Jennings to nominate 
a teacher it was felt that we might avail ourselves of Mr. 
Pitman's services. Mr. +ndian agent Barber's letter of 
November 6th in connection with the applicant is enclosed 
together with a copy of my letter of November 20th to sishop 
Jennings and his reply thereto. It will be noted that in 
spite of the fact that the Bishop was unable to nominete a 
Catholic teacher he is not prepared to recommend Mr. Pitman 
for the position as he is not of the religious faith of the 
Indians on the reserve. 


This school has been closed continuously since 
September, 1945, and for varying periods prior to that 
through leck of a teacher and it is most infortunate that 
the children should continue to be deprived of an education 
because of the authority exercised by the church in the 
matter of the nomination of tie teacher. Although Section 
10, subsection 2, of the Indian Act might appear to imply 
the right of the church in this connection my own view is 
that the reference was intended to cover the operation of 
residential schools only. 
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This case should serve to focus attention on the 
imperative need for clarification of the position of the 
church in the matter of the operation and control of the 
Indian Day Schools in this province. There should be no 
place in this country for a policy that makes education 
to our Indians, which under the law is the sole responsi bility 
of the state, dependent on decision of church authority. 


I may say that we have endeavoured to make use of Mr. 
titman's services in a Protestant school elsewhere but he 
Goes not wish to return to the coast, desiring the ary 


climate of the interior for the benefit of his wife's health.

He spoke to me about it during 
the inspection. Ill health at this school is costing the 
Department considerable expenditure. 1t will be remembered 
that I reported an outbreak of Diphtheria which took place 
here in September, 1931, see my report after inspection 
during the following December. 


Hot Air Furnace:- 


I beg to recommend that the Hot Air Furnace in the 
basement be connected to the schoolroom, where a hot air 
register should be constructed. In building the school, 
provision has been made for the necessary hot air pipe from 
the furnace, the opening in one wall having been constructed. 
A suitable hot air pipe and register, with the necessary 
fittings, would be all that is necessary. If this work was 
done, the old heater stove and long range of stove pipes 

emoved from the schoolroom.

The School is situate seventeen miles from Vernon, 
the nearest town, and in winter is often inaccessible to car 
travel by reason of snow drifts. a combination such &s we have 
at Osoyoos Aeserve, where a Victorian Urder Nurse visite the 
Reserve and school at least once a week and spends the rest 
of her time with the white populetion, would be a sutisfactory 
arrangement, but there app@rs to be very little likelihood 
of anything being done along these lines in the nei, hbourhood 
@s the are@ adjacent to the ieserve is too spersely populated 
to support a nurse, except on the Vornon side, which, of course, 
is served by medical practitioners. 


I have discuseed the question with the Lepertuent's 
wedical Urficer for this Reserve, br.&.G.Baldwin. This ofiicer's 
work with the Ukanag.n ! has inereased to such an eatent 
auring the pe for et that he has found it necessary to 
take in a purtner, Lr.rettman., There has been & very marked 
4dnerease in maternity work alone.

In my last report on this school I recommended 
thatthe hot air furnace in the basement be connected 
to the schoolroom, where a new hot air register should 
be constructed. In building the school provision has 
been made for this hot air pipe and an epensag in one 
wall constructed. All that is required now s the 
necessary pipe, and register, and the work of in- 
stalling these. The old heater in the schoolroom is 
not now satisfactory. It ie smoking and needs & 
quae placed around it if it is to remain here. 

4th extra desks when they are supplied it will be 

in the way in its present position. There is a very 
long smoke pipe. In any case this pipe should 
be cleaned out at once. I believe that there is much 
soot in it. If it takes fire we may have an accident, 
as often these excessively long smoke pipes fall down 
when they are red hot. I certainly recommend the 
provision of the pipe from the existing basement 
furnace. This will save fuel as there will be no 
need for the heater in the schoolroom |

port on the Okanagan Indian Day School setting out the exterior 
and interior painting requirements of same, and had previously 
included $400.00 for this work 1a my 1936-37 Estimates, but at 
that time only the exterior work was considered. Later I as- 
certained that the cost of material for both interior and ex- 
terior would amount to $163.85 1f purchased from the Tremco 
Paint Company, who I understand supply a great deal of this mat- 
erial to the Department on the Prairies and appear to have a 
special price to the Devartuent. Probably local ourchase would 
cost considerably more, Out of the $400.00 estimated for the 
exterior work this would leave $236.15 for labour for both in- 
terior and exterior. However, if the matter received any con- 
gideration at all this year no doubt labour quotations could be 
secured, 


The oudgine® paint work on the building was evidently 
poor material as it comes off in powder and 1t would ensure 
more satisfactory work to furnish a material of known cuality 
and have the labour provided separately. 


If funds have been provided for this work it would 
be appreciated if I could be authorized to proceed with same and 
also instructed in regard to the purchase of the material.

to the sharp sand particles in the rough cast it was found 
that ordinary brush work would prove expensive as the 
brushes wore out quickly and 1t was hard to get satisfactory 
coverage. Consequently I supplied a paint sprayer at my 

own cost and the work proceeded satisfactorily except that 
the paint supply was found insufficient and it was necessary 
to secure additional paint locally to finish the job.

With ref rence to Okanagan Indian Day School and the re- 
marks passed by the teacher, Sister Patricia in the letter 
attached, I would suggest that the Department authorize 
the installation of a new lerger size furnace at a cost of 
approximately $350.00 installed, The old furnace, which 
was never satisfactory, being too small, has now reeched 
the worn out and burnt out stage that makes it useless. 

I understand from the firm that installed it twenty-five 
years ago, that it was the only furnace available at the 
time it wae installed and was too small for the building. 


I recommend that a wood-burning furnece be installed as 
4t 16 not reasonable to have coal hauled 16 miles to the 
school when there is ample wood available on the reserve. 
I also request authority to purchase a new box heater at

4t may be that I could purchase the material and pay the 
Indians wagee for this work, I would advise that the 
Indians are all fully occupied in the vegetable fielde 

and would not be available for the work during the busy 
summer serson. I therefore reconnend thet this tender 
amounting to $811.00 for the full job be considered by 

the Department and that I be advised accordingly at the 
earliest pvoseible date in order to get the job completed 
before opening of the school in September. If this tender 
ie considered too high, then please authorize the work 

to be carried out to the best advantage ge I will at least 
get the interior of the school painted by September, 


Also requested is authority for the expenditure of $50.00 
in the provision of new steps at the school entrance and 
mother minor repairs to the building. The steps are 
essential, one set having been removed es a hazard to 

the safety of the children,

I am recuested by the Chief 
of the Inkameep pand of Indians to ask the Department for 
accistance in order to start a school on the Reserve at 
Osoyoos. They have over 20 children of school age and he 
assures re that the majority of the Indians are in favor 
of the proposition, The Indians when 1 was there last were 
just starting on a hunting expedition put will on their 
return duly sign a requisition in council assembled for a 
school. ‘the only difficulty I foresee is the distance 
from the nearest white settlement which is about eight miles 
but that can be overcome by appointing @ male teacher if the 
Department is prepared to build a school house and pay the 
teachers salary. I have the furnishings at Enderby and 
could have them moved if so desired but I am also very 
hopeful that the »pallumcheen Indians will in the near 
future be willing to have a school on the Reserve.

The census return shows that there are 20 children 
of school age and the Agent states that the majority of 
the Indians are in favour of having a school there. This 
ig a small band, but a number of them are well-to-do, hav- 
ing considerable stock and making money out of their fruit, 
and I think they should show their interest in the education 
of their children by providing a puilding in which to hold 
the school. If they were willing to do this I would recom- 
mend that the Department pay the salary of the teacher. 
There are no Indian schools in the Okanagan 
Agency and the white schools have objected to the Indian 
children attending. 
The furnishings which were bought for Enderby 


are available and from the objections raised by the Indians 
at 
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at that locality to a school I Would not recommend the De- 
partment to expend anything for buildings. The late Mr. 
Inspector Oummiskey, who reported on the question of schools 
for this agency, was in favour of the establishment of a 
boarding school there. 

If the Osoyoos Indians are willing to do their 
part I think the Department wuld be quite justified in 
trying @ day school there.

a@ necro teacher and paid him salary from money raised by 
themselves. As soon a9 the Department took over the school 
the negro offered to return the money to the Indians, stating 
that he was paid by the Government, but the Indians refused 
4n the majority of cases to receive the money back from 
him for fear, a@ Manuel Louie stated, that if they took 
government money for school purposes their reserve would 
be ultimately taken from them. It was oxplained to them 
that this was a nonsensical idea as the people of Canada 
voted the money for Indian education and would not look to 
¢the Indisns to repay the money in any forme 


I only mention this te show how ingrained their 
prejudice seemed to be and hence the difficulty in dealing 
with such unrepresentative Indians. I think that this 
gohool has now en ett ndance of 9 pupils and is maintained 
vy the Department.

HAS OWN STUDIO. 


In 1939 Francis Baptiste was 
sent to Santa Fe, New Mexico, 
to study Indian art. At first the} 
boy was very homesick, and he 
found difficulty in applying him- 
He soon re- 
covered, however, and his mix- 
ing with young artists stimulated 
his ideas and before long he was 
producing pictures with a new 
and inspired aspect. Upon his 
return, Francis’ grandfather, 
Chief Baptiste George, who was 
so interested in the boy’s work 
and so pleased that the work had 
received so many awards, built 
him a studio of his very own. 
The studio is situated on the’ 
Inkameep Reserve, and Francis 
is continuing his work in his 
native surroundings. 

The picture mentioned before, 
“Indian Boys in Training,” was 
selected out of thousands to be 
taken to Buckingham Palace, 
where it was viewed by the King 
and Queen, and in the summer of 
1938 it was exhibited at the Em; 
pire Fair in Glasgow. 


MANY PRIZES. 


Another picture, “Canadian 
Nativity,” is painted on buck- 
skin. It was awarded the bronze 
star in 1936 at the exhibition of 
the Royal Drawing Society in. 
London, then later a copy of this 
picture was placed on exhibit in 
Toronto and Montreal, where it 
received high praise from art 
critics. In 1937 Francis received 
a silver star for his picture, “St. 
Francis and the Birds.” Two of 
his pictures were loaned to one 
of the companies competing in 
the Dominion Drama Festival 
and were used on the stage. 

A portfolio, portraying the life 
of the Okanagan Indian, ancient 
and modern, and to which Francis 
has contributed much of his ar. 
tistry, was exhibited at the 
famous Cizek Juvenile Art Centre 
in Vienna a few years ago. Later 
this was sent to Prague, where 
it was shown at several schools, 

For a young boy, not yet out 
of his ‘teens, Francis has co 
tributed much to the realms 
art, but he is unspoiled by it, 
and one would never think 
so many honors could hav 
acquired by a boy wh 
likes to paint and draw.’)

So serious is 
the view taken by the Department with regard to this 
subject that any well-founded reports of inebriety will 
result in immediate suspension and probable dismissal, 


It should be understood that this letter is 


intended for the advice and guidance of all Indian Agents 
and that no personal application is intended.

THE PURPOSE AND AIMS OF THE 
NATIONAL FOLK FESTIVAL ASSOCIATION AND 
LLIED COMYUNITY FOLK FESTIVALS

_THS NATIONAL FOLK FASTIVAL_ 


Seven Annucl Netional Folk Festivels hove been held in tho United 
States since 1934 in St. Louis, Chettanoogs, Dellas, Chicsgo, end for the 
last three yeers in Weshington. The Eighth Annucl Netionel Folk Festivel 
will be held in the nation's cepitsl May 1, 2 snd 3, 1941, under the spon- 
sorhip of the Weshington Post Folx Festivel Associetion. 


OBJECTIVE 


Tho objective of the Netionsal Folk Festivel is to bring toceti 
rnaurlly the vericed recirl groune from the differont soctions of tho U 
with their cherecteristic folk expressions for s people's holidry 
ry-meking. In sddition to the joy the Festivel cives to perticinr 
euliences, it roflects the sociel life and treditioasl custome uscd s 
deys. Through the inter-chenge of distinctive folx-songs, music, 
nythe and folk storics of differont reces will cor2, we hone, f 
better undorstsnding and more tolerence which should reeult in stronger 
nationel unity It hones to creste consciousness of the richness of our 
treditionel folk-srt, the beeic ert, which would undoubtedly help to in- 
spire clossic srt built on these roots. 


WEAT TEE PROGRAMS INCLUDE 
The progrems includo folk-song, music, dance end other treditionrl 
oxproesions hended down orrelly and treditionslly, proesnted generally by 
rurel neople who heve been their guerdiens. They reflect the see in which 
tr ere used. A Netionel Folk Festivel twon five yerrs ego would heve 
told © different story, one less touched by modern civilizetion. The best 
possible axrinanles of survivels by srouns thet could work out © way to got 
to the festivels herve been included.

to thet comrunity. It offers many = chence to perticipste rnd even more the 
opportunity to witnese performences. It gives the comruaity en additionrel 
culturel leieure-ti.e activity, which costs little money snd cen be crrried 
on by locel lerders. 


For sevorel yerre thore hee been a growing intorest in community folx 
festivels, especislly exong rurel leaders, many diroctly or indirectly given 
incentive by the Nationel Folk Festivel. Those nentioned below have deen 
directly influenced. 


Before the first Netionel Folk Festivel in St. Louis in 1934, 
eighteen covnunity feetivels were held in tho Arkensns nd Missouri Oserks 
with May Kenaedy McCord, of Springfield, loeder.

But where the 
lorders did not stick to genuine folk traditions, the plans have fellen 
throuch.

No other fora of recrestion cen trke the place of the deeply-rooted 
folk-treaditions which heve served the state for four hundred yorrs. 


Now Mexico Plen Loicel for Other S s_or Com:unitics. Sintler 
plens coula be carriee on in many stetes or nities, difforing sccording 
to the needs. Meny contend thrt we sre n stenderdized netion. We sre in 
weny weys. We ere cing too much of en effort to sexe alike each comunity, 
rural or urcen. Individuel differences and needs should be recounized. 
Thore pre still mony rurel communities besides Now Mexico where actunl liv- 
ing conditions have not changed auch with the rapidly changing civilizotion 
around the.. There sre communities where oreenized recrestion throuch the 
Netionel Recrestion Association, City Recreation Deportionts or Extension 
Divisions of Stete Universities have not been able to rerch. In sone 
comcunities where they have reschod, often their splendid procrnus fail to 
utilize the leadership end neturel heriteces of the folk of the community. 
Freav lerders do not fully rerlize the possibilities of such progrris. 
A pert of the progrem for rurel recrention surely should be one which stresses 
the ixvortence of the inherent Cisnity of rurel culture, as well -s one 
izine the fine points of urben culture. It should prepsre rurcl fol 
yous livine, by utilizine their own resources.

It has beon the onnosite 
of whet should be the ideal use of folk treditions in © democretic nation. 
But his plren does show the strength of folk expressions 48 the ties thet 
bind. 


Russie hee had » somewhet siniler proerem, with the seme cenersl 
objectives. Both Germeny and Ruesin heve used the troditionel expressions 
or revivals as propsgenda to develop totelitericn states. The dictrtors re- 
cognize the sentinental approach which folk expressions geve thor. 
slovakia end Finland Used to Strengthen Loyelties. The folic 
Gzechoslovakie Kept alive the spirit of the country for four 
hundred yeers during its dismonbersent before the nation wes ezain united 
after the World War.

It is hich time for the United Stetee to recornize the worth of 
folk traditions in democretizing our peoples, in cresatin. better under- 
stendins, more tolersence, and stronger nationsl unity. Few nations, if 
any, have es many living folic expressions ss we heve end none has the 
veriety which our many racial groups sive us. Eech group within our 
vorders hes its own neculirr tempersment, its own distinctive quality snd 
philosophy of life. Inheront cheracteristics of ench pre exnressod in 
folk-sone, music, dence, lezend and folk-stories. An intelligent use of 
these treditions now would undoubtedly go far in making possible a richer 
cultursl life in peace tines, and a more united front in the emercency of 
war. 


If totrlitarien states have found the folk treditions of value in 
developing esprit do corps; if Czechslovakia, Finlend and other countries 
in peace as well ss war-time have found joy, strength and spirit in then; 
if England hes recognized the importance of treditions that express recial 
temperauent, prejudices and treditional ways of life in governing her people, 
ig it not well for the United Stetes with its many groups of diverse 
philosophies of life, which mey be used for weal or woe, to consider well 
its folk treditions? May this not be a wey to understending end unity? 


From the ventece point of the mid-twentieth century, we see ieny 
siznificances in the individual differences of our peoples which we could 
not have seen earlier. Time had to,give us perspective. If the white 
man in early days hed better understood the Indi 8 nature...dut then, he 
could not until he glimpsed it in his age-old ceremonials through which his 
soul spesxs.

If we hed become better acqueinted with our 
Spanish-Aericens whose treditions have roots four hundred years old on 
what is now United States soil...but it toox world crisis to attract 
attention to them. As lest we sre berinning, along with other older notions, 
to understend that folk treditions are not just "relics of en outlived" 
pest. They sre vital today.

The National Folk Festival is not a commercial organization. It isa 
cooperative, cultural, educational one, as you will see from this 
letterhead. It would not be possible for us to heve a budget large 
enough to pay the expenses, even of the groups who come from the widely 
separated commnities of the United States. ‘This has been done for the 
last seven years by civic and educational interests in the state or 
community from which the group comes. We heve found that Chambers of 
Commerce, tourist associations, etc., are often interested because it 
calls attention to their particular community and shows that they have 
a pert to play in the cultural folk life of the United States. 


I hed a letter this morning from Mre. Daisy C. Millar, Hox 2, RA l, 
Oliver, B. C. She is interested in cooperating with us in working out 
plans, but first we must await your approval. 


Of course, the Indian treditions are of reat importance to Canada, as 

well as to the United States. Their traditions, of course, are most 
ancient and are most reel.The Indian office here and the Indians them- 
selves have felt that it is a good thing, as they take on the white man's 
Civilization for them to recognize and appreciate the splendid recial 
background which they have. ‘Their history end their background is, of 
course, told only through their traditions. We believe that many of the 
people of the United States understand the Indians better since they have 
met them as audiences in the National Folk Festival. They have felt the 
deep significance of the Indian tradition as they have never felt it before. 


We think that Mr. Walsh is especially forward-looking in doing creative 
work based on the old Indian traditions. We have long believed that such 
a thing should be. In our Country we do not know of an instance couipe rable 
to what we think Mr. Walsh is doing at Inkameep, so we would be proud, 
indeed, to have him on our Festival.

N these days of turbulence 
abroad and anxiety at home 
it is easy to understand the 
upsurge of interest in all 
things American, This new 
nationalism, whether it finds 
an outlet in a popular patri- 
otic song or in the products 
of American dress designers, 
represents a return to the 
things of our fathers, taken 
for granted in times of peace 
but sought as a refuge when 
trouble comes. Then the ve- 
neer of sophistication wears 
thin, the superficial class bare 
riers disappear and the foun- 
ation stone on which our 
land suilt stands revealed. 
We find Peat Americans under 
pressurg@ from a totalitarian 
foe are strangely similar to 
Americans under .pressure 
from civil strife, as in the 
1860's, and from tyranny, as 
in 1776. And so, even while 
we prepare to defend our- 
selves in the future, we find 
our thoughts irresistably 
drawn to the people and the 
customs of the past.

At last we are opening 
our eyes to the necessity of 
developing relations with na- 
tions in this hemisphere, to 
whom we are bound by ties 
stronger than mere geogra- 
phy. Since its beginning the 
National Folk Festival has in- 
cluded on its programs many 
of the traditions common to 
Canada, Mexico, South Amer- 
ica, the islands and the United 
States.

ROM the vantage point of 

the mid-twentieth century 
we see many significances in 
the individual differences of 
our peoples which we could 
not have seen earlier. Time 
had to give us perspective. If 
the white man in early days 
had better understood the In- 
dian’s nature—but then, he 
could not until he glimpsed it 
in the age-old ceremonials 
through which the Indian's 
soul speaks. If we had known 
the burdened soul of the Ne- 
gro in bondage—but then, we 
could not until we heard his 
soul cry through his spirituals, 
which grew out of that bur- 
den. If we had become better 
acquainted with our Spanish- 
Americans, whose traditions 
have roots 400 years old in 
what is now United States soil 
but it took a world crisis to 
attract attention to them. At 
last we are beginning to un- 
derstand that folk traditions 
are not just “relics of an out- 
lived past.” They are vital 
today. 

Since there is at present a 
general stirring of interest in 
American folklore, let us take 
advantage of the situation and 
make organized efforts to pre- 
serve our cultural heritage as 
we are trying to preserve our 
forests, land and wildlife. 
Scholarly work in collecting 
and recording is necessary for 
history and invaluable to 
leaders of folk groups, but it 
fails to pass on the vital spark 
which oral transmission gives. 


Living History 


There is more to the folk 
song than the tune of it, more 
to the folk dance than its 
form, more to the myth than 
the tale it tells.

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The War in Review 


Highlights of the 78th Week 


A BIG QUESTION MARK stretched across Europe’s 
sizzling Balkans last week as the world awaited Adolf 
Hitler’s next move. Out of the swirl of events came 
many rumors, little fact. 

Across Bulgaria streamed trainloads of German troops 
and “blitz” equipment moving south to positions along 
the Greek and Turkish frontiers. As Bulgaria’s Par- 
liament noisily hailed the Axis pact, Britain brusquely 
broke off diplomatic relations with King Boris’ govern- 
ment. Soviet Russia strongly rebuked Sofia for allow- 
ing Hitler to occupy its territory and thereby threaten- 
ing “extension of the war.” 

The Greek spotlight shone on Anthony Eden's visit 
to Athens. Britain's foreign minister, accompanied by 
Imperial Army Commander Dill, huddled over a con- 
ference table with Greece's leaders to work out joint 
Allied policy in the Balkan crisis. At conference’s end 
both nations tersely proclaimed “complete agreement 
on all points of the situation.” Meantime, Greece hast- 
ily reinforced strategic points along the Struma River, 
gateway from Bulgaria to the vital Greek Aegean port 
of Salonika, 

Turkey sat precariously on the fence as Hitler sought 
to woo Ankara from its ties with Britain, To the Turk- 
ish capital flew five special German emissaries with an 
urgent message from the Fuehrer, offering German 
“assistance” to the Turks. Turkey’s press looked coldly 
on the proposal, The Turkish navy, meanwhile, shut 
tight the Dardanelles to all ships except those with spe- 
cial permits and manned coastal batteries around the 
Straits, 

Hard-pressed Yugoslavia, the last neutral Balkan na- 
tion, grimly watched war come to its doors. As Nazi 
troops wheeled through Bulgaria, Hitler called Regent 
Prince Paul to Berchtesgaden and “invited” Belgrade 
to join the Axis. Britain's diplomats were also busy in 
Yugoslavia, seeking to learn exactly where that country 
stood in the swiftly moving Balkan drama.

Mr. Walsh has begun a plen in Canade that 
seems to me to be very far-re-ching cultursl As important as are the imnediate 
necessities which confront us all in our ws me activities. We absolutely believe 
that we cannot look just to the present. ok to the future. Ii activities 
like the National Folk Festival, and li ir. Wi h's plan, have to give way now t 
the immediate necessities, the chances are that somehow during the strugele which 
robably faces us we are likely to lose our spirit to carry on at this significant 
transition period between the old weys of life and the new in Canada and the United 
States. 


Shen we do believe, as we said in our previous letter, that this cesture of goodwill 
between Canada and the United States is an extremely importent one, since our Festival 
is held in the Nation's capital and since it has its roots in every state in the United 
States, the comings of this croup from Canada to our country would have genuine signifi- 
ennce. 


I do not know how it is in Canada, mt I kmow that in the United States we are just 
coming to properly eveluate the Indian traditions which are, after all, the only 
history book which we can read to find out about the first Americans. In our country 
I know the Indian traditions are cziving way to the white man's civilization, but they 
are so besic and fundamental, not only for us here in the United States, and you in 
Canada, but for people everywhere, that Mr. Yalsh's idea of usine these trodi- 
tions in a creative way is one of the ways,at least, to carry them down into the 
future.

The Minister has sent forward to me, for 
consideration, the third annual report of the Okanagan 
Society for the Revival of Indian Arts and Crafts, 


It is unnecessary to state that I have found 
the subject matter of this report very interesting and 
very suggestive. I am anxious that you should send 
forward a copy of this report to Major D. ‘. MacKay, 
Indian Commissioner for 8. C., Box 70, Vancouver, 3.C., 
if you have not already done so. 


I was particularly interested in your refer- 
ence to the Inkameep Indian Day School. TIhis was the 
first information I had that the teacher's residence 
at this school was in an unsatisfactory condition and 
that the teacher had experienced difficulty in keeping 
1t comfortably heated. I am today communicating with 
the Indian Commissioner in respect to this matter. I 
should hasten to add, however, that a comfortable 
residence for the time being would not be likely to 
secure for the school a fully qualified teacher. As 
a matter of fact, a number of our Indian day schools, 
even in the better settled districts of Ontario, have 
remained closed during the year for the simple reason 
that we have not a sufficient number of teachers in 
Canada to keep all our schools open and in operation 
in this critical period, It is my hope, however, that 
we shall be able to take steps in the immediate future 
either to remodel the Inkameep School or to erect a 
mew school building.

The Minister is in receipt of a report from Mr. 
Albert Millar, President of the Okanagan Society for the 
Revival of Indian Arts and Crafts, which reads in part 
as follows:- 


"Since Mr. Walsh resigned from the Inkameep 
Indian Day School at the end of 1942, the school has re- 
mained closed except for a very short period. In Sept- 
ember, 1943, a teacher was appointed in place of Mr. Walsh, 
but he resigned shortly afterwards. He gave, as his reason 
for leaving, the unusually small and uncomfortable living 
quarters, lack of water facilities and fuel, means for 
reasonable lighting and the urgent need for an adequate 
heater for both school and living quarters. Being familiar 
with these quarters, I must admit it is difficult to under- 
stand how the Indian Affairs Branch can expect a qualified 
teacher, who has perforce to spend so much of his time away 
on a reserve, to live in such very primitive conditions 
as those existing at Inkameep. 


"The parents are worried about lack of educat- 
ional facilities for their children, and they do not wish 
their youngsters to be sent away to residential schools. 
Apart from the fact that the children have lost over 12 
months! education, we should remember these abnormal times 
provide as many distractions for young Indians as for young 
whites. There is a pressing need for a fully qualified 
teacher, sympathetic towards Indians and with a knowledge 
of their traditions and cultural background, who is willing 
te provide scope for the development of their latent 
talent for native art®. 


It would be very much appreciated if we could 
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have a report on conditions at the Inkameep School. 
This is the first intimation I have received that 

the living quarters were unsatisfactory and that 
difficulty had been experienced in keeping the building 
comfortably heated. ‘hen submitting a report, would 
it be preessee to secure an estimate of the cost of 
remodelling the present building together with any 
repairs that may be necessary to the school itself. 
If, in your judgment, a new school should be built at 
Inkameep would you in your report indicate the type 
of school, dimensions, living accommodation for the 
teacher, approximate cost, etc.

I wish to acknowledge receipt of your report of 
the 17th instant with reference to the resignation of Mr. P.J. 
Kiernan as teacher of the Inkameep Indian Day School and to 
enclose herewith copy of his resignation which has been forwarded 
to the vepartment from which it will be noted that he closed the 
school on the llth instant. 


It will be noted from his letter that the reasons 
sciven for his resignation were lack of fuel and dissatisfactim 
with livine comitions. He complained that the furnishings of 
the school left much to be desired, particulerly in regard to 
the bed, there being no pillow, two very thin grey blankets and 
a mattress tnat has rotted, apparently having been used by the 
Indians when this school was not occupied. Also, that the cook- 
stove needs some repair as it lets the ashes fall out on the floor 
creatine a fire hazard and thet the sill of the school door has 
become so worn that the snow blows in thr ugh the gape 


These complaints are substantiated by your report 
above referred to and it is not understood why the supply of fuel 
at this school should have become depleted to the extent that 
when the teacher returned from his leave there was not more than 
twelve hours supply inside the school and nothing but a few 
lerwe knots outside. It should be realized that in the Interior 
where wood is depended on for fuel that the opening of the fall term 
at this school should see one full school year's supply of wood on 
hand at the very least in order that it my be seasoning fit for 
use and it is astonishine that the condition compleined of and 
admitted should have been allowed to develop. If the Haptiste 
family showed signs of delay in the supply, the services of another 
Indian family should nave been sought or, failiny this, the white 
dealer in the locality approached in the matter. 


It is noted that you requisitioned the Department 
for mattresses, ete., for this school in October, but you should 
be aware that such requisitions should be passed through this 
office and it is probably for this reason that the matter has not 
been dealt with by the Department. You shoulc make out a com- 
plete requisition and re-submit this with local quotations to me 
in duplicate. 


(over) 
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In respect to the proposed enlargement of this 
school, I am of the opinion that as this will be one of the 
first schools that will be replaced when the building program 
re-opens that no alterations shoula be made unless it becomes 
much more evident than it is et present that this is necessary. 
If any enlargement was required, I would consider that the 
classroom itself is much more in need of alteration than the 
living quarters which, while admittedly are small, could be 
much more comfortable and attractive than they appear to be at 
present. There is, no doubt, a necessity for reflooring all 
the rooms in this building and you shoulc secure the cost of 
having this ork done and adjoining a small porch with door to 
the classroom door in ord-r to prevent the wind blowing directly 
on to the pupils when the door is opened in the winter. Meanwhile, 
it would appear to me that renewal of the door sill woulc remove 
a great of the condition complained of by Mir. Kiernan. In regard 
to the cook-stove, I do not unierstand why the purchese of this 
was left to ur. Walsh. It is evident that his choice wa. fer 
from satisfactory and that before long 4 mre avequate cook-stove 
will be required. The matter of repainting the interior of this 
building is one on which you shoule report, submitting estimates 
of the cost of material and labour. It is presumed that you will 
endeavour to trace the two Coleman lamps ana have them repaired 
and put into working condition. 


Regarding the water su ply for this building, if it 
is not found possible to develop any system immediately by way of 
digging a well or piping the water from the spring mentioned, 
it may be possible to instal a small wood "V" or metal flume from 
the spring. I understana that there is also another spring 4 
short distance north-east of the school on the hillside which 
may be worth developing and possibly it could be brought into 
use at a low cost. 


Unless sishop Johnson has a nominee for the position 
as teacher at this school, there is no one in sight at the present 
time, teachers being at a premium, and for this reason we have 
had to put up with some very inferior individuals for these 
positions, but this should not deter you from proceeding to in- 
vestigate and deal with the requirements of this school in respect 
to furnishings, equipment, repairs, al terations and water supply, 
bearing in mind that extensive alterations are not indicated in 
view of the temporary nature of the structure. This would also 
apply to havin: on hand an adequate supply of wood seasoning for 
the time it will be required which we hope will be in the near 
future.

With reference to your letter No,215-10-9177 
of December 22nd ultimo and: 215-10-95 of the 8th instant to- 
gether with copies of correspondence with Mr.Albert Millar, 
Oliver, in yornee® to conditions at seneee Indian Day School, 
I now advise that I visited Inkameep Day School on 
January 12th instant arriving about two p.m. with the intention 
of interviewing Mr.Kiernan in regard to conditions at the 
school and to go over the contents and furnishings of the school 
with him, I found three boys playing outisde the school who 
informed me that the teacher had gone to town the previous 
evening and had not returned, I entered the school with a 
pass key and found the school and quarters in a very untidy 
state. Towels from the hooks on the walls were on the floor, 
books, pencils, etc. under desk, a pile of rubbish and debris 
from the wood behind the heater and I would say the place had 
not been swept for several days. The J3¥ing querters were 
little better. There was not more than twelve hours' supply 
of fuel inside the building and nothing but a few large knots 
outside, 


I went over to see the Chief, Narcisee Baptiste, 
and saw his son Charlie who confirmed the fact that the teacher 
had not returned from town the previous night. I returned to the 
school and waited for the Chief who was driving cattle up from 
the lower vlace. When he was finished feeding he came over 
and I spoke to him regarding his failure to have the wood 
delivered to the school as he was asked to do and usually does 
each year, although at his leisure. He stated that the boys 
had all been too busy with the cattle but that Charlie had been 
bringing in a few blocks until they could get the supply cut, 
I told him that this was not good enough. The teacher was 
there to teach their children and they were paid to supply 
the wood and if they did not they could not expect a teacher to 
stay or to rustle his own wood, He replied:- “Well, we 
have been too busy and were going to get the wood as soon as 
we could get time, but the teacher told me he was not coming 
back after Christmas", I told him to get four cords cut and 
delivered at the school at once and’stated he would get the 
boys at it the following day. 


I suspected from the attitude of the Chief and his 
gon Charlie that there was something more behind the situation 
than I had gathered, 


On returning to Oliver, I made enquiries for Mr, 
Kiernan, thinking he might be sick or something, but failed to 
locate him, but ascertained that he had stayed at the hotel 
the previous night and had stated he would be in again that 
night. I left a message for him to telephone me at Penticton 
as soon as he came in, 


The following afternoon, Thursday, he telephoned me 


Bbecccevee 
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at Penticton and informed me that he was leaving and was 
just going out to the school to get his belongings and I 
arranged to see him in Penticton the following day at which 
time he stated he could not possibly return to the school 
and was leaving for Vancouver that evening, and regretted 
not having given a month's notice, 


I suggested that he call at your office in 
Vancouver and he agreed to do so. He also stated that 
he had tried to eecee to the Chief in Oliver that day and 
the Chief had walked away from him after saying the boys were 
cutting wood to-day. On my asking if he had had any trouble 
of any kind, he replied "No, but perhaps the children had 
gone home and told their parents something I may have said 
which they did not like® and said he had told them that he 
was running the school and not’their grandmother (the 
Chief's wife), This may have had something to do with his 
failure to get any co-operation from the Indians, 


In the evening I wired you as follows:- 


“Teacher at Inkameep School resigns and left for 
“Vancouver apparently difficulty over fuel and 
“general conditions stop I found school closed 

“on thirteenth and he informed me today could not 
“continue and will call at your office. Will forward 
“my report as soon as possible." 


I would state before dealing with conditions at the 
school that Mr.Kiernan, whilst I believe he may be a very 
good teacher, was, in my opinion, totally out of his element 
at this school and did not appear to make any effort to make 
himself as comfortable as possible under the circumstances and 
I would say was not the type to care for himself in a way 
that it is necessary for a bachelor in such a situation. I 
noticed that there were no blankets on the bed, only a 
thin rug of some kind, and I asked him if this was all the 
bedding he had, He replied it was and that he used his over 
coat and dressing gown and a piece of buckskin he found to 
help out as he did not think he should have to supply his own 
bedding. 


I have to advise that requisition was made for 
a@ new mattress, two blankets, floor rug and an easy chair 
and same was forwarded to the Department from this office on 
October 4, 1943, and October 15 and no word has been received 
from the Department to date. 


Inkameep School was built by the Department 
in 1924 at a cost of $947.00, size 30'x16', this includes the 
class-room, approximately 20'x16', and teacher's quarters-- 
kitchen 8'x9' and bedroom 8'x9', There are three doors in the 
kitchen, one opening directly outside, one into the bed-room 
and the other into the class-room,with one window. Thé kitchen 
is furnished with a very small cook-stove with a fire-box ‘that 
will hold one small stick of wood, It is actually five inches 
wide and totally inadequate, This stove was requisitioned for 


ANd. .cccee 
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and purchased by Mr.Waleh in 1940, There is an old kitchen 


cabinet of a sort badly in need of a coat of paints 

One very old and dirty wash hand stand, which should be thrown 
out; one old table, size about 30"x20"; one set of six shelves, 
home made, The floor is covered by an old congoleum rug 
purchased in 1941, but worn out, There is one old wooden arm 
chair, The bed-room is furnished with an old, single, iron 
bed, a very dirty mattress, a very old dresser with broken 
mirror, and a congoleum rug in fair shape on the floor, Both 
the kitchen and bed-room are very cramped, there not being 
space in the bed-room for a chair, whilst there is not room for 
two chairs in the kitchen, and whilst Mr.Walsh kept the 
quarters very neat, although very cramped, he appeared to be 
quite satisfied. ese quarters were very dirty when I called 
on Mr.Kiernan and he did not appear to have made any effort 

to improve them in any way. However, the condition of the 
floor must be overlooked in the winter time as there is no 
porch at either the classroom or kitchen entrance and one 
steps directly out of the snow into the room, carryingsnow or 
mud, 


The lighting 1s furnished by a two-burner coal-oil 
lamp. However, there are two Coleman lamps at the school 
which I have not seen, but have just.recently been informed 
that Mr.Walsh put them in the attic (7) as he could not keep 
them in mantles which broke every time the door opened, 


The water supply is very bad, being carried over 
in pails from the well at the Chief's house two hundred and 
fifty to three hundres yards away, or from a spring up the 
hill almost the same distance, 


As these quarters are at the present there is no 
comfort whatever, but they could be improved a great deal 
by the throwing out and replacing of most of the furniture 
now there and most certainly a@ new mattress will have to be 
supplied. As to bt ay I am of the opinion that the 
teacher should furnish this and feel that most would prefer 
to do so. However, this may also be necessary. 


The partition (wallboard) between the kitchen 
and bedroom should be removed, thereby making a fair sized 
kitchen and an addition built on for a decent sized bed-room 
and a porch screened with wire for-the storing of fuel in the 
winter and to sit on in the summer, Some cupboards for 
storage could also be built on the verandah. gesisg twelve 
feet on to the length of the school would provide the 
additional space. A porch and cloakroom should also be built 
at the school entrance, At the-present snow and mud are carried 
into the classroom. Also when the door opens the full effect 
of the whole outside enters the building. 


The floor of the classroom is badly worn and very 
thin and should be renewed. It 1s impossible to keep it 
clean and sanitary in its present condition with the wide 
cracks and the wide space around and under the door requires 
sacking be shoved against 1t to keep out the draught. 


To sum up the whole situation, it must be admitted 
that the living quarters are very small and cramped, the 


furnishings......-. 
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furnishings are old and there is no upholstered easy chair 
for the teacher's use and a new mattress is required for the 
bed. Some teachers would be able to make the place far 
more cosy and comfortable than others and would requisition 
for such things as paint, a quart of which used on the 
furniture would make a great difference. 


The water supply is the greatest inconvenience 
and 1t does not seem possible to get the Indians to co-operate 
in digging a well, In fact they hire white men to dig their 
own. In my opinion itmay be difficult to locate water at 
the school site and the cost of digging and cribbing a well 
may be high, say $3.50-per foot, In view of this I believe 
4t would be far better to move this school to a new position 
approximately one-half mile north where water could be obtained 
from Inkameep Creek by pipe direct to the school, At the same 
time the school should be epherene to provide better quarters, 
a new floor laid and a porch built, 


I would refer you to Mr.Coleman's letter of E 
July 21, 1936, addressed to the Assistant Indian Commissioner, 
which covers the water situation at the school very fully, 
However, -in my opinion I believe it would be better to move 
the school closer to Inkameep Creek, 


With reference to your enquiry of 18th March, 1941, 
and November 4, 1943, re furnishings, etc. at this Agency's 
day schools, I have to advise that this return was made to 
you on November 16, 1943,

Replying to your letter of the 13th instant (file 
41203-1) with reference to the report of the Okanagan Society for 
/the Revival of Indian Arts and crafts, I would advise that this is 
hy, practically a branch of the similar organization in Victoria, B.C., 
t\y / until recently under the Presidency of Miss Ravenhill. Both of these 
\ ' came into being under the inspiration of Mr. Walsh, former teacher 
W of the school at Inkameep. 


As you are aware, Mr. Walsh had no professionel 
qualifications and no great ability as a teacher but was an out- 
standing publicist and towards the end of his stay with us was putting 
on a one man platform show, including Indian dances, songs and 
narratives that had quite an appeal with the local uninformed 
intelligentsia. kventually the increasingly unbalanced curriculum 
at. the Indian school overtook him and some of the parents transferred 
their children to Cranbrook Indian Residential School, complaining 
that they were receiving no worthwhile education under Mr. Walsh, shortl 
after which he resigned to take a position in the Legion Auxiliary 
Services at Alberni, where he continues to interest himself in our 
affairs. This is probably the background of Mr. Millar's present 
interest in the matter. Mr. Barber's letter of September 11, 1943, 
will show why some of the children were transferred to Residential 
Sehool. 


The writer was Indian Agent for this Agency from 1950 
to 1939 and is familiar with the situation and the building. The 
building is a simple frame 20' x 30’ structure that was erected during 
the incumbency of Mr. Indian Agent Ball about 1922, at a cost of 
about 91,000.00 which it is understood was borne by the Band. The 
building was improved about 1932 by shingling the exterior to keep 
out the wind, and a garage-wood shed put up for the convenience of the 
teacher, this being later converted into a "studio" by Mr. walsh. 


(over) 
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Attached is a plan of the school on which has been noted the 
improvements suggested by Mr. Barber after the school has been 

moved to another location. While admittedly the living quarters 

are cramped and the building was listed for early replacement at 

the time new construction was ended by the war, all teachers 

previous to Mir. Kiernan, who took over in September 1943 and resigned 
during the Christmas recess, managed to make themselves very 
comfortable indeed. I would also point out that none of the teachers 
at this school had professional qualifications, apart from Mr. Siernan 
who was unsatisfactory, and yet we were paying them a salary of 
390.00 a month, with the small quarters complained of and fuel, at 

a time the locality covered by Mr. Millar's organization were paying 
teachers salaries somewhere in the neighbourhood of fifty dollars, 
without quarters. In addition to this, we were paying $10.00 a month 
for janitor work. No complaints were received as to conditions until 
Mr. Siernan resigned and he made none to the writer when he visited 
the school in October 1945. 


The outstanding problem at this school has been lack of 
water supply. A study of this problem was made by the writer in 1936 
put shortly after this plans were made to induce several of the Chiefs 
grandchildren who we-e married with fair sized families to move from 
his house near the school and establish themselves in their own 
homes about a wile north of the school, when it was contemplated the 
school would be moved to this new community center. This, however, 
was complicated by a fairly large group being in residence about a 
mile and a half south of the school and the fact that the proposed 
dispersal was slow in getting started. A careful survey of school 
age and pre-school age children and their location is indicated be- 
fore any considerable expense is incurred in moving or remodelling the 
present school or building a new one. Manwhile, some essential work 
could be undertakn such as renewal of the floor and addition of a 
perch to the class room entrance. 

It is evident that almost all of the furnishings are now 
in need of replacement. The Department stated in their letter of 
Avril 3, 1944, (file 164-11-8) in this connection that it was no 
longer supplying mattresses or blankets to these schools. It is 
possible for teachers to provide themselves with blankets, but it is 
considered that taking in a mattress to many of these isolated schools 
presents a problem that few candidates for employment would undertake 
during these times when competition of the white schools for these 

rs is making it difficult to even hold those we have. It is

I enquired of the indians as to whether there was 
@ possibility that this m uree of water would dry up, and was 
told that ae long as the “nkemeep Indians ean rememb: re, this 
source has never been known to run dry. 


I suggest that a one ineh pipeline be lsid from the 
spring to the school. This #ould furnish an adequate supply for:

If water, even in emall volume were available for 
the cultivation of a vegetable és rden, which apart from its 
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obvious utility, would make it possible to inelude 

in the school curriculum lessons in practieal gardening, 
For these Indian children this weubd be a.very important 
subject and would interest their parents as well, 


Teaghes®e quarters, 


I further suggest the possibility of reeeonditioning 
the present sehoolroam to serve as a kitehen-living room 
for the tcseher and to build on an entirely new school- 
room to accomodate some 20 pupils, : 


If this addition were nade so as to utilise the 
existing blank wall of the building, it wuld save expense, 


In that ease, instead of putting a new floor in the 
present schoolroom, I suggest cementing dom a fairly good 
quelity lineleuwm, not only would this be more hygenie and 
easy to keep Glean, but it wuld be tne least expensive in 
the long run, 


De you not consider that sugficient timber could be 
out on the reserve to furnic!: the lumber for this addition 
to the sehool and to defray the expense in connection wu th 
the building ond waterepipeline ?, 


I feel sure the Indians could be prewailed upon 
to co-operate, especially as they are so very keem on 
having end keeping a Teacher in residence,

I am, in receipt of a copy of Nr. Indian arent 
3arber's report for the month of April in which he refers to the 
appointment of Mr. Widdowson as teacher at Inkameep Indian Day 
‘chool, stating that he arrived, with his wife and child, on April 
16th. Wr. Barber also states that he “cannot understand three 
people being recommended to live in accommodation which is somewhat 
cramped for a bachelor", This would no doubt leave the impression 
with the Department that some person other than Vr. Barber, presumably 
this office, advised Mr, Widdowson that the accommodation at the 
school was sufficient for thr yeople. This was not the case. ir. 
Widdowson was civen detailed measurements of the classroom and two 
rooms comprising the quarters at this school by the Inspector of 
Agencies and i srsonally informed him that the accommodation was 
very small. Since arriving at Inkameep, Mr. iddowson wrote the 
Inspector informin:; him that he found things exactly as descr bed 
except that the rooms were one foot larger than the measurements 
tiven. It was my understanding that Mr. Widdowson's wife and child 
would visi net" but not that they would take up residence.

May I refer to a letter dated January 17, 
1944, received by you from Indian Agent Barber. In this 
letter Mr. Barber states:- 


"I have to advise that requisition was made 
for a new mattress, two blankets, a floor rug and an 
@asy chair, and same was forwarded to the Department 
from this office on October 4, 1943, and October 15, 
and no word has been received." 


I have made a careful study of the files and 
have discovered a requisition dated September 20, 1943, 
asking for mattresses, blankets, easy chair, etc., at 
the Inkameep School. This requisition was apparently 
sent in with another requisition for textbooks, class- 
room supplies, etc., and was evidently overlooked by 
the officials here, I have been wondering if it would 
be possible to persuade Indian agents, in the future, to 
send in requisitions for textbooks and elassroom supplies 
and the furnishings for teachers’ residences on separate 
forms, and perhaps in separate envelopes. I agree with 
you thet requisitions for furnishings, repairs, etc., 
should be sent to your office. 


I am frankly a little disturbed at the con- 
dition of a number of our Indian day and residential 
schools. We have had a number of resignations during the 
last two or three months, and unless we can do a Lr ob 
deal more than we are doing now to keep these buildings 
and teachers’ residences in a good state of repair 
additional resignations are likely to reach us in the 
immediate future. 


There is - 
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There is, as you know, an acute shortage of 
teachers throughout the Dominion. Principals of normal 
schools and educationists generally believe that this 
shortage is likely to continue for perhaps a decade. 

If such is the case, the competition for teachers in 

the future is apt to be very keen and unless the salaries 
paid by this Branch and the accommodation provided 
compare favourably with the salaries paid at white 
schools and the accommodation available in white centres, 
I am afraid we are likely to secure what might be termed 
the dregs of the teaching profession during the decade 
ahead of us. We have altogether too many teachers 

pa professional standing in our schools at the 
moment. 


Would it be possible to have Indian agents 
veser* on the condition of these buildings and not wait 
until the president of some Indian Handicraft Society 
reported their condition to the Minister? It would 
appear that we require a new building at Inkameep, which 
should consist of a spacious classroom, full basement 
accommodation and a teacher's residence. In the mean- 
time and until such a building 1s constructed, T am 
anxious that you should do everything humanly possible 
to make the living quarters at this school reasonably 
comfortable.

This school has been improved by the re-flooring of the 


class room and the addition of a large bedroom, also necessary 
furniture. Also the water is now piped to the school door from 
the spring 1000 feet away. The school reopened on October lst. 
However, it was closed from October 16th to 26th inclusive 
owing to the teacher, ir. Widdowson, having to go to 
Vancouver where his son was ill. Many of the Indians of this 
reserve are still away and the attendance is poor, being an 
average of about seven pupils. 

The teacher, in my opinion, is hardly suitable for 
teaching young Indian children, although no doubt very 


capable in hiw own line.

T have been douptful as to tne form into which T 
should throw the remarks which 7] haee to take on the improvenent of 
Indian education; but nave finally decided to write tnen in tnne 
form of a letter, which you can have transcribed in any way which 
you may wish if they are to be transmitted to Ottawa. 

The first point which [I snould like to make is that, just as 

In white education the city school with a class room for each srade 
may te taken as normal, in [Indian fducation, the small school with 
several or all 4rades af work in cne room under one teacher must be 
taken as normal. THis m3ans that, aithoush one wishes to depend as 
little as p@éssible upon the text-book, there must be lons veriois of 
time when tne teacner is occupied with otner srades, in whicn the 
pupil must of necegsity be left laresely to textbook or work-took: 
blackboard work for any one ésrade is in tne sane wey only possible 
for a small part of tne tl school time. le 

Asain, T must criticise the presenfeor tne Pranch to depend 
upon the Provincial teatoooks. In une pregent state of Indian 
education there is far more in common between tne needs of the 
Indians in tre several provinces than here is between those of 
Indians and whites within the same province. Leavins out of the 
question differences of psycholosy betneen peoples of different 
colour, there remain two factors of far-reacnhins importance: 
first, very f+w Tndian children have any intellectual cacksround, 
such a4 ost wnite children have; second, Fnélish is a fo#eion 
lansuac6, and it is an inefficient proceediné to use the same text- 
books as ame used for children to whom Fnélisn is their mother-tonséue. 

"he teachiné of arithmetic resuires special textbooks, with 
the directions to the pupil in very much simplified lansuase. One 
notices in present-day arithnetic texts an unfortunate tendency 
to use complicated and difficult words in place of simple and 
reaily undefstood ones. That is unfortunate in any case, wttnh 
Tndians doubly so. There are many books available in which the 
distribution of arithmetical facts is Sood enoush, butyneed regritins 
as to the Hnélisn used to convey tne facts, to bins it down at least 
two s@ades in its comorenensi ility. 

Ani t from drithretic, it is 1y view Mat the whole of tr 
necessary subjects for the first three srades -which are py far 
the most important - could and srould te embodied in a single course 
roushly corresponding to Readins, All tha®need te taught in the 
way of Social Sudies, and the elenmts off the scientific knowledge 
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© 
of things, could be included in a judicious choice of pieces for 

® nctasion in the readers. That will of course mean that the readers 
will nave to be larger than at present, The plan of vacmibaan's 
new York-Play Fo@ks is as Sood as any that can be itevised; but the 
tulk requires increasin¢, and the readiné matter @dapted to the 
needs of the Indians... This, by the way, toes not 7ean that they 
shOuli be about Indians, or be interlarded with "Indian" words der ivéd 
fron the landuadges of all but or auite extinct tribes of the Fast; 
but that they shall be about topics to a larse extent those that 
appeal to Indians, such as aninals and ridiné; 8 considefable 
propertion of the autnentic fairy tales of the Year fast (which possess 
these interests, wouli seem to be indicated). In fact, for the 
real adueation of the children, the environnent should be rather that 
of which we wish to inform the children, and not their own, with all 
that it implies of r&istance to civilised ways. "he illustrations 
also, should attain to a nish artistic level (here asain the Work-Play 
Rooks may be referred to aporovinély) as Tndia; children are apt to 
use the illustrati@ns in their readers as artistic raw raterials: 
it would also te as well tnat the technirue of the drawings srould 
be such as to help in this way (that is to say, not involvins the 
use of light lines and wasnes) and that the rance of subjects should 
include a sreat quantity in which rathine scenes are depicted, or some 
rebated subject wricn would provide the excuse tor ¢ivin¢e tre children 
olenty of unconscious instruction in "he anatomy of tre human body 
(Yren teachins 1 have siffered @onsideratle discorgrt from the 
ignorance of the cnilren in this matter.) 

T would further suésest that the use of these readers whould re 
nade compulsory in all Indian scnools; and that relisious interests 
shoula be regpregented by the permission and encourasenent of 
relitious todies to provide supplementary readers of considerable 
culk (if desired}, planned to fit in with the ¢eneral scheme of the 
main readers.

“Hus tre 0 is 
an ex@et circle, the C is derived f@om it Cy dawine the circumscribed 
square and its diasonals: a 400d teny letters are based upon it, and 
it is taken as the treasure for the widtn of most of tre otrer letters. 
1 was myself surprised at the soeed with which tre children at Inkaneeo, 
who fad never oefore reen introduced to 4& oroperly constructed 
alpnacet, took to this one and rmarvellously increased the neatness of 
their work at all SrAdeS.eee Wor this can well te taueht a8 & 
preliminary to writings, whien in my opinion shovli not be exoected 
ot Indians too SOON.++.- Tt would be a Sreat aivantase to have 
proverly ruled paper for practicins lettering, and reducinés eet eo 
with tre increasine ae ot the pupil, sucn as is unfortuns not 
jone at all in Canada. “ne coset would te triflins. 

To turn to practical life, ! would like to see tne Indian quetors 
used as a tasis for the teacning of cloanliness. Thee is no reason 
why tne Indians show i nov re told - as it is tre truth - that their 
own sweat-nous? negtnos ot keepin? clean is superior to ou@ Furonean 
methad. Put that tor Purdgpean clothes they shoulga turn to Furopean 
methods. J would advocate rhe aiontion of unifor7s which, as Covernment 
property, the Novarnnent could insist upc. meine kept clean, probably 
by a lauiry class of the ¢irlst snirteandssrorts for the toys and 
short S@MMMMM—MMtrocxs for tne sirls, with not too much extra pilegd on 
for the winter, woudld re in addition conducive to nealth.

(a) There are currently 12 children available 
for attendance at this schoole

was not going to operate. 


(c) There are four children at Kamloops 
Residentiel School who apparently have no reason for not 
attending the Inkameep School, as there are other children in 
the family who are living at home and the family circumstances 
are more or less normal. 


(a) There are 13 preschool children and 13 
children who will be discharged during the next six years, sO 
attendance will apparently remain about the samee 


Owing to the distance from the public schools 
in Oliver and the difficult road over Which children would have 
to travel, it does not seem practical to entertain the idea of 
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WeS. Ameil, 8d, March 14, 1950. 


transporting the children from the Reserve into the Oliver 
schools, glthough the school Board has signified their 
willingness to accept these children. 


The present school pbuilding at Inkameep is 
inadequate for our purposes, both a8 to living quarters and 
classroom. ‘The original construction was very poor, there 
having been no j{nsulation applied, with the result the school 
is hot in the summer end cold in the winter; both the school 
and the living quarters are far too small; the lighting is 
very poor, there peing insufficient window area; the water 
systen is impractical in its present state owing to improper 
installation. 


Owing to the impossibility of carrying out 
practical improvements to the existing building, it is 
stronzly recommended that a new building , including living 
ouarters and inside Sanitation be constructed, and that 4 
new water system be installed which will provide adequate 
storage end proper insulation of the pipes from freezing. 


With regard to the water supply, the Indians 
inform me that spring from which the school has been drawing 
water is open all year round and that the water is of good 
quality.

Twelve 
cents a mile expenses will be allowed for his 
travelling. I note he is using his own car.

TO DATE OF TH LETTER 


With reference to your letter of the 27th. ult. 
regarding repairs to the scho-l at Inkameep, I beg to advise 
that the building used as a school is really the prieta's 
house close to the church and is the property of the Band. 

It ie a 12 x 15 room and the priest never uses it. The 

school building proper is a much larger building near by, 

but for several reasons has net been used. The foundations 
have rotted and it is in a dilapidated condition, tut the real 
reason is that it ie too close to the graveyurd, some of the 
graves being within a few feet of the wall and it was claimed 
that the children are nervous and afraid to enter the buildinge 

The priest's house, now used us the school, requires 
new flocring and the ceiling repaired, and the whole work 
would need lumber to the value of $75.00 to make it comfortable 
for winter. This lumber could be obtained from the Provincial 
Irrigation Worke within five miles of the school and the 
Indiane promise to haul it and repair the building without 
further expense. 

Next year there will be a large quantity of lumber 
available when the big ditch ia completed and I would sugvest 
that the present building be repaired to make it habitable for 


the coming winter, but advantage taken of the orportunity to 
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build a rather larger and better school building next 
year when the irrigetion lumber becomes available.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 3rd instant and in reply would say that the 
Priest's house on the Osoyoos Reserve is constructed 
of hewn logs and on account of its age is quite unfit 
to be used for any purpose whatever. Permission was 
granted by the Department last year to expend $75.00 
on it to fix it up, but it wae found that nothing could 
be done on account of the unstable condition, and the 
amount was not applied for. 


The members of the Osoyoos Band are widely 
scattered at present. Not more than eight children 
of school age reside in the vicinity of the settlement 
go that it is not desirable to build a substantial 
residence and school on this Reserve. I would suggest 
however that a building quite good enough for a combined 
achool and residence could be erected locally for about 
$500.00. This would be a plain frame building large 
enough for ten or twelve pupils and two rooms for a teacher. 
On account of the remoteness of this Reserve from white 
settlements, I do not think we shall ever be able to obtain 
a white teacher and it would not be advisable to put 
up any substantial building where the school population 
ie not likely to increase but rather diminish. The pro= 
posed new school at Penticton will probably be large 
enough to accommodate the Osoyoos children, although the 
Osoyoos Band have not taken kindly to the idea so far. 
In any event the temporary school located in the Priest's 
house at Penticton is filled so that no effort has been 
made to have the Osoyoos children brought over to Penticton. 
I believe the best plan will be to hold over the building 
of any school at Osoyoos until after the Penticton 8chool 


is completed. It may be that when they see a substantial 
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school building on the Penticton Reserve the parents of the 
few who have attended at Osoyoos in the past will be 
willing to bring their children over. 


4 have just received a wire from the Chief's 
son, at Osoyoos, which reads as follows:< 


"We have teacher, she is starting 
next week". 


I have written for full particulars about this teacher 
and have asked her to make an application to the Depart- 
ment for the position as the information contained in 
the telegram was very meagre. The teachers who have 
taught school on the Osoyoos Reserve so far have been 
half-breeds who lived with the Indiane and where such 
teachers are available and satiafactory, thie is the 
best arrangement and, I believe that this new teacher will 
also prove to be a half-breed. Previous teachers have 
either lived in one of the Indian houses or put up a 
frame with tent roof and have been Quite satisfied, al~ 
though a white teacher, of course, would not live under 
these conditions throughout the year. 


I do not know what building the Osoyoos Band 
intend to use in future as a temporary school. The 
last time I visited the Reserve the Chief's gon said 
he might use a room in his house as the only children 
orteataee school at present were his family and near 
relatives. 


I hope the new proposed school at Penticton will 
be commenced as early as possible,

I beg to refer to your letter of December 
12th last authorizing the erection of the Osoyoos 
Indian Day School with two rooms as 4 residence. 


This work hae been very satisfactorily 
completed along the lines suggested by the Department's 
architect of a building 30' x 16'. The work was 
handled by Mr. Henry Parsons and one assistant and 
time sheets for the labour are attached. I also 
enclose all shipping bills and itemized accounts for 
inspection. The building is a very substantial 
building on concrete piles and has met with the 
approval of the chief of the Band. 


As will be seen by the statements, the 
total cost is 8947.30. I tried to have the cost kept 
below $900.00 and would have done 30 except for the 
painting, the expense of which was overlooked in 
figuring out the cost of the building with Mr. Parsons. 


Without extra expense, I have had this 
account ohecked over by an architect friend and he 
states that the prices are es charged on work in 
Penticton and vicinity. Labour is charged at 70¢ an 


hour both by Mr. Parsons and his assistant. This 
alao is the wage paid at this point. 


The work has been carefully and conscient- 
iously performed by Mr. Parsons, and it is regretted

I have your Os. 1-10-1 of the 21st 
instant, with reference to painting and repairs 
to the Osoyoos Indian Day School. You may cover 
the siding with tar paper and shingles, as 
recommended in your letter. Then, one coat of 
shingle stain should be applied to both roof and 
walls. I note that the total cost in this 
connection, including windows and doors, will be 
approximately $225. You may also tint the 
interior walls, or, if you consider it advisable, 
decorate by painting. Further, you may erect a 
woodshed, at an approximate cost of $100. 


I note that this work can be done by 
Indians, under the supervision of the teacher, 
ani that the materials will be purchased by 
yourself. The accounts for materials should be 
properly certified by yourself and forwarded to 
the Department for payment. You may apply, when 
timely, for an accountable cheque, with which to 
pay labour.

Replying to your letter of June 27th, 
I beg to advise that I have inspected the Indian 
Day School on Osoyoos Indian Reserve No.1 and 
by measurement find that this building is 
16'S" x 30' x 10', and,in my opinion, of very 
poor construction, being little more than a 
rather badly built shack. 


The outside appears to be common siding 
nailed direct to the studding and the inside 
three-ply cottonwood veneer applied direct to 
studding. The outside siding has shrunk rather 
badly and, in places, it is possible to insert 
the fingers. The veneer lining has been put on 
so badly, that it forms very poor protection and 
the result is that the high winds prevalent in 
this district blow clean through the school. 


In view of this condition, I would re- 
commend that the outside be covered with tar 
paper, and shingled on top of the siding, which 
if properly done would give a weatherproof building. 
The total cost of this work, with one coat of 
shingle stain to walls and roof, should not ex- 
ceed $200.00 with an additional $25.00 for windows 
and doors. I would also strongly recommend inter- 
ior re-decoration at a cost not to exceed $75.00, 
the inside being unpainted except the strips hold- 
ing veneer panels and the whole being in a very 
dingy condition. 


For a paint job alone, I estimate the 
cost not to exceed 9225.00 for outside work, and 
$75.00 for interior, or a totel of $300.00 in all; 
but apart from the roof, I do not consider the 
outside worth the expenditure in its present con- 
Gition, other than from a decorative viewpoint; 
particularly, as there would be very little differ- 
ence in the comparative costs. I would further 
suggest that paint and material be purchased by 
the Department and not by the individual performing 
the work, ensuring first-class material. As the 
Indians of this reserve are rather above the average 
in intelligence, and they have done excellent paint 
work on their own houses, I believe we would secure 
a perfectly satisfactory job to have one of them do 
the work under the supervision of the teacher, Mr. 
Grist, and, if this was done, we would eliminate 
a@ daily taxi charge for a sixteen mile return trip

from the nearest town, which would run quite high 

and would, of course, be charged to the job. I can 
personally undertake to see that the work is completed 
in @ good shape. 


This school also requires @ woodshed, there 
being no outbuilding whatever, apart from latrines. 
The cost of this will not exceed $100.00, if authorized. 


This school has been giving me considerable 
cause for thought on account of low attendance and 
high costs per pupil, and I have advised the Indians 
of this Reserve that every child of school age and 
within reasonable distance of the school must attend. 
I do not wish to recommend closing the school for the 
reason that the majority of the Indians are very keen 
on keeping it open, this school being the first in this 
agency, and, I understand, originally opened by the 
Indians themselves at their own expense, put with the 
present average attendance, it appears to me that it 
would be better to run the school for three days per 
week, and utilize the services of the teacner in the 
Similkameen,for part time, as they have been calling 
Zor a school there for the past two or three years. 


I am reporting fully on this matter ina 
separate letter, and would aporeciate your instruc- 
tions in regard to both subjects. I have deferred 
the painting of Osoyoos School until such time as 
Mr.Grist returned, in order that we would have a 
check on the work.

DAY SCHOOL: I found everything very satis- 
factory under Mr. Walsh at this 

lay school. There were ten in class on the date of my 
visit, out of eleven on the roll. The reading and 
writing of all the children was quite good. They were 
sending an exhibit of handicraft made by the pupils to 
an exhibition of handicrsft held in Vernon, and I under- 
stood that this exhibit was very favourably covmented 
on. Part of it was pottery work. This school has also 
exchanged handicraft with a school in Czecho Slovakia. 
One small improvement that should be done at this day 
school is to pipe the water from its source, a spring 
@ little way up the hill back of the school, down to 
the school building. This igs necessary from the health 
point of view, instead of the children and the teacher 
having to take their water out of the creek flowing near 
the school, which the cattle also use. However, as the 
teacher lives at the day school, it would be a great 
convenience to him, which should receive consideration, 
In addition I might say that this spring runs all the 
time, but the creek itself dries up about the beginning 
of July, and it means quite a climb up hill to get water 
after the creek has stopped running.
